doses are requ ired, Estrogens dis­ 
solved in oil may be given by injec­ 
tion into a mu scle. The effects last 
for from five to ten days bu t some 
local reaction frequ ently occu rs 
Sometimes, pellets of the estro­ 
gens are placed In the tissu e u n ­ 
der the skin. This gives a prolonged

Government farm economists say 
that,If you are a low Income city 
dweller you would get tne most di­ 
rect bmefit from the proposed new 
farm program 
They say the program would 
hold down grocery bills. Since the 
low-Income man puts out a larger 
part of his income for food than 
does his richer neighbor, his sav­ 
ing would fc*@ greater in proportion. 
The program might, indirectly, 
cost the hlgh-income man money. 
With his high income, he pays high 
taxes, and it Is proposed that the 
farm program be financed with tax 
money. Therefore the hlgh-income 
man certainly would be carrying 
a heavier part of the load even if 
actual taxes were not increased to 
carry the farm program. » 
Charles P. Brannan. Secretary of 
Agriculture, worked out the new 
farm plan with the depression of 
the 30s vividly In mind. He believes 
that low prices for farm products, 
cutting the incomes of farmers, was 
an important factor in starting the 
depression. 
At the same time, he says, city

Members Are Fired Fo r 
Anti-Church Ta lk 


NEWTON, Mass., Ap ril 15—<AP) 
—Three lay p ro fesso rs 
o f Bo sto n 
co llege, a leading Catho lic Institutio n 
o f learning, and an instructo r at 
Bo sto n Co llege High scho o l charged 
to day they had been dismissed be­ 
cause they accused the co llege o f 
teaching three heresies. 
Rev. William K. Keleher, S. 
p resident o f B. C., said the three 
p ro fesso rs in the co llege sp o ke o n 
matters co ntrary to the teachings 
o f the Catho lic church. 
The educato rs said they were dis­ 
charged after they declined to with­ 
draw statements made in a letter 
to the p ro vincial o f the Jesuit o r­ 
der in New England that: 
“At Bo sto n co llege are taught, 
bo tht lmp lieity and exp ilcty . 
“(1) That there may be salva­ 
tio n o utside the Catho lic church: 
(2) That a man may be saved 
witho ut admitting the Ro man Cath­ 
o lic church to be sup reme amo ng all 
churches; 
“(3) That a man may be saved 
witho ut submissio n to the Po p e.” 
The educato rs are: 
Pakhri Maluf. assistant p ro fesso r 
o f p hilo so p hy ; James R. Walsh, in­ 
structo r o f p hilo so p hy ; 
Charles 
Ewaskio , assistant p ro fesso r o f p hy ­ 
sics, and David D. Sup p le, teacher 
o f German at the High scho o l. 
Father Keleher issued the fo llo w­ 
ing statement this mo rning co n­ 
cerning the three men who taught 
at the co llege; 
“These gentlemen in questio n were 
under co ntract at Bo sto n co llege to 


teach p hilo so p hy and p hy sics. They 
had been cautio ned by me and 
o thers in autho rity here to stay 
within thetr o wn field and leave 
theo lo gy to tho se who were ade­ 
quately and co mp etently p rep ared. 
They co ntinued to sp eak In class 
and o ut o f class o n matters co ntrary 
to the traditio nal teachings o f th? 
Catho lic church, ideas leading to 
bigo try and into lerance. 
“This do ctrine is erro neo us and 
as such co uld no t be to lerated at 
Bcsto n co llege. They were Info rmed 
that they must cease such teaching 
o r leave o ur faculty .’ 
Rev. James Kelley , a. J., p resident 
o f Bo sto n co llege high scho o l, said 
Sup p le had no t been “dismissed 
at the mo ment." He added he had 
no t had time to co nsider the case 
but wo uld Issue a statement later.

The co al sto p p ages included the 
lo ng p ensio n strike in the sp ring 
by the United Mine Wo rkers and 
their walko ut 
in 
July in mines 
o wned by steel co mp anies.

strikes caused 9,834,000 man day s o f 
idleness.
